The Arkansas case was one of 


three in which the court reversed 
convictions involving the sale of 
material alleged to be obscene. 


When the court agreed to hear 


the three appeals last year, it 
directed that arguments be lim- 
ited to certain aspects of the 
case involving the manner of 
prosecution, but not the basic 
issue of whether the books and 
magazines were actually ob- 
scene. 


Harlan and Clark said the 


court should not have gone be- 
yond those issues by directly 
clearing the publications of the 
obscenity allegations.

Ruling Means 
Girl Pictures 
Hot Obscene

WASHINGTON (AP) - What- 


ever 
may be the Supreme 


Court's going definition of ob- 
scenity - and there are about 
as many definitions as there are 
justices — Monday's ruling in 
this 
highly subjective 
area 


makes one thing clear: Girlie 
miftzines are not obscene. 
- 


Undoubtedly this is cheering 


news for champions of First 
Amendment rights and for sell- 
ers of such spicy publications, 
just as It is displeasing to those 
who consider girlie magazines 
corrupting. 


But perhaps equally signifi- 


cant Is what the decision does 


not do: lay down a rule on 
whether retailers may be prose- 
cuted under 
state obscenity 


laws when they claim they were 
largely unaware of a suspect 
publication's contents. 


And the court's definition of 


obscenity is no clearer than it 
was In March 1966, the last time 
it delivered major pronounce- 
ments on the subject and upheld 
the conviction of Eros magazine 
publisher Ralph Ginzburg. 


The convictions of Robert Re- 


drup, a New York City news- 
stand operator who sold two 
racy paperbacks to a police- 
man,' and of 'William ' Austin, 
who sold girlie magazines in his 
Paducah, Ky., bookstore, were 
thrown out Monday because a 
majority of the justices found 
their prosecutions in conflict 
with the First Amendment.

The courts generally take into 


account both the characteristics of 
the victim and the characteristics 
of the scar itself. Thus, in particu- 
lar cases, the following facts have 
lent weight to a damage claim: 


1) that the victim was a girl 


("scars on the face of a female are 
ordinarily regarded as more objec- 
tionable than on the face of a 
male"); 


2) that the victim had a job (as 


an actor) in which appearance 
mattered a great deal; 


3) that the scar had an unpleas- 


ant side effect (distorted a young 
man's smile). 


On the other hand, damages will 


be less if the scar can be mended 
by simple plastic surgery—or if it 
is in a place where it would not 
ordinarily be seen. 


What if the mere display of a 


scar to the jury would be shock- 
ing or indecent? That could im- 
properly inflame the emotions of 
the jury. Such a display may be 
forbidden, usually at the discretion 
of the trial judge. 


However, in most cases, the 


judge will rely on the jurors to 
draw fair conclusions from what 
they see. 


In one case, involving an injury 


So a young woman's knee, the de- 
fense attorney objected to an in- 
spection by the jury. He noted that 
the plaintiff was young, charming, 
and beautiful—and that the jurors 
were all men. 


But the court overruled his ob- 


jection, commenting: 


"She is entitled to resort to the 


same proofs that she might have 
resorted to if she had been aged, 
ugly, and repulsive."

Circuit Court of Appeals. 


The current new-trial motion, 


filed Feb. 23, accuses the gov- 
ernment of resorting to wiretap- 
ping and electronic eavesdrop- 
ping to convict Hoffa and his 
codefendants of tampering with 
the jury which heard his 1962 
conspiracy trial at Nashville, 
Term, That trial ended in a 
deadlocked Jury.

Public Health Service official 
confirmed today that a Vietnam 
veteran was hospitalised In Tex« 
as for 16 days last fall before 
doctors realized he was suf* 
ferlng from bubonic plague. 


The victim, a 21 "year-old 


serviceman on furlough, recov« 
ered with no further complica* 
tions and there was no apparent 
spread of the disease, t)r. David 
J. Sencer said in a telephone 
interview from Atlanta. He is 
head of the National Communi- 
cable Disease Center there. 


"There was an element of 


luck," Sencer said. "If the 
plague 
had progressed 
into 


pneumonic plague and gotten 
into his bloodstream with an 
infection 
of

the 


chances of epidemic would have 
been great — because he'd be 
caughing up phlegm." 


Before doctors at Veterans 


Hospital In Dallas diagnosed the

— the first imported into the 
United States in 42 years — last 
Nov. 
15, but did not mention

The Army said the youth had

In the interview, Sencer said
